I noticed General Sam Thomas in town the other 
day. General Thomas is one ofa pair—and that a 
most remarkable pair. The story of which may be 
briefly told 

About 1874, the Ohio legislature pass°d -what is 
known as the Boesle bill. This was a bill allowing 
townshipsin Ohioto issue bonds for the aid of 

‘ilroads Calvin 8. Brice, a red-headed youngster 
of twenty-six, with steel-gray eyes, who had just 
made a thousand dollars or so by organizing a gas 
company in Lima, his native town, was the first to 
take ae vantage of the Boesle bill, A charter had 
been granted for a road called the Lake Frie and 
Louisville. Twenty miles had been built to Fostoria, 
the home of Governor Charles Foster. Brice and 
Foster werked up several townships, had bonds is- 
sued, and extended the road toLima. By this time 
the state was flooded with Boesle bonds, times were 
dull, and the enterprise lagged. Brice had spent 
all his money, had sought aid in Europe, and was 
at the end of his rope.

srice went down to Columbus and there met

General Thomas, himself a young man, who was | 


running arolling mill. He urged Thomas to help 
out his railroad -by taking the contract to build 
forty miles of it. Thomas at length did so, and 
Major McCracken, of this city, who built our 
two new roads, who was with Thomas, 
superintended the work. After it was finished 
the young fellows sold it Out, clearing $100,000 
or so, and it is now the great Lake Erie and Western 
road. 

Brice and Thomas, encouraged by this success, 
determined to tackle another rail:oad. They bought 
the Ohio Central and began to bull it and extend it. 
They soon found they had cut off more than they 
could chew, and their New York backers, who had 
been put in with them by Lum Cummings, the 
great railroad builder of Chicago, weakened on the 
investment. Brice and Thomas went on to New 
York ard there fell ingyith George I. Seney. 

Do you know what ae means? 

In the president's room of the Metropolitan bank 
on Broadway, in New York city, may be seen any 
day a half score of quiet gentlemen, who-talk in 
low voices, look respectabie, and in fact are respect- 
able. They are known as the ‘‘Seney crowd’ and 
represent from one to twenty millions each. Moy- 
ing among them, dropping a word here and there 
in a hearty way, his well-fed face beaming, aid his 
short-cropped whiskers just sprinkling with gray, 
is President Seney himself. 

Once backed by Seney, 
had no more need of capital. Mr. 
Seney once told me that during the current 
year he had been asked to give direction to the 
investment of fully one hundred million dollars. 
The suecess that attends all his ventures, his high 
character, and the fine lot of plump capitalists 
who hang on his word, make him as potential a fi- 
nancier as is to be found in New York. Whenever 
a man has Seney at his back in earnest he is as good 
as Vanderbilt or Gould for all practical purposes. 

Therefore, having once secured Seney as a part- 
ner, Thomas & Brice determined to enlarge their 
operations, They bought roads right and left, 
made money by the thousands, and fi- 
nally determined to tackle Vanderbilt himself. Un- 
daunted by King Bill's millions they announced 
that they were going to build aroad from New 
York to Chicago, on an air-line, to compete with 
the Vanderbilt roads. 

It was a colossal game of bluff. 

The papers wrote it down as foolhardy. Vander- 
biltand his crowd triéd to discredit itand weaken 
it. Itis even said that the trunk-line kings depre- 
ciated their cwn stocks and belittled their 
earnings, in order to discourage the building of a 
new line. They dubbed the Brice-Thomas line 
‘the nickel ‘plate,’ ani nick-named these 
genileman “the Ohio’ lambs.”’ All the 
same, they went ahead, and the 
great philanthopist shelled out the ducats, and 
the clear-headed respectables who loafed in the 
litan bank backed the phiianthropist, and 
the Obio lambs grew into rams with curled horns 
and the ‘nickel plate road’’ was finished. They 
had spent about $6,000 000in cash, and had incurred 
a quick obligation of $2,500,000.

The trade was closed at once. Mr. Seney cleared 
nearly or quite $2,000 000, more than his philantho- 
pies for the past ten years have costhim. The 
young Ohioans pocketed nearly a million dollars 
each, and the other §2,000.000 of profits was divided 
among othermember: of the syndicate. 

It was the same Brice & Thomas and the same 
Mr. Seney that raised $16,000 000 in two days, and 
bought the East Tennessee and Virginia railroad, 
and built ourtwo new roads. They now control 
1,200 miles of northern roads, and 1,800 miles of 
southern roads, and Mr. Brice is only 36 years of 
age. and not one gray hair breaks the brick-colored 
expanse ofhis head. General Thomas is still a 
young man, and Mr. Seney isinthe prime of life 
There is no predieting what they will conreto i® 
the next decade. ‘:eneral Thomas toid me they 
were very much pleased with their southern in- 
vestmerits, and think the south offered the field for 
thejuture.

A gentleman suggests: ‘‘We need very much in 
Atlanta a bonded company for the delivery of 
coal and wood to customersin the city.

THE GOSSIP THEY HEAR IN NEW 
YORK. 


Spicy Talks and Bright Amcodotes of the Men and 
Things Past and Present in the Metropolis of 
the Mew World—A Novel Case in 
Court— Theatrical #acts, Etc. 

Special to The Constitution. 

New York, November 23.—I have just heard of 
one of the most comical scenes that prob- 
ably was ever enacted in a court room. 
The scene was in Erie, Pennsylvania. Frank 
Weiss, editor of “The Sonntagsgast,’’ a humorous 
illustrated weekly, was indicted for libel for pub- 
lishing a ridiculous cartoon of John Fireb, a 
prominent member of the Young Men's Christian 
association, and the law and order league, who had 
led a crusade against the liquor dealers. In finding 
the jury the district attorney claimed the ancient 
right of ‘standing aside’ any juror until the box 
was filled with jurors acceptable to the common- 
wealth, praciically ruling out all Germans fand 
Irishmen w. o favor dtheliquordealers He eh wel 
that the right existed in an unrepealed statute of 
King Edward, the first, in the ninth century and 
gu‘tained as good law by the supreme court of Penn- 
sylvania, because the statute had never been re- 
pealed by parliament or legislature. The court 
ruled that the ‘‘stand aside’’ was stil good law, 
and things looked blue for Weiss. On the next day 
Weiss came into court with an armful of anciept 
lege! literature and as:erted his right under the 
ruling of the court to establish his innocence by 
ordeal or trial by combat. He contended that if 
unrepealed anciert procedure is good law his 
claim to demand the ‘‘wagere of battel’’ was as just 
and equitable as the ‘stand asidc’’ privilege. 
Shrieks of laughter followed the sad-faced man’s 
demand, irresistably comical in itself, but the 
more exquisite from the fact that he is a little, at- 
tenuated, weak-chested, asthmatic body, weighing 
only 98 pounds, while his adversary isa herculean 
Christian who tips the scale at 200 pounds, and 
before whom in a personal encounter the fuuny 
editor would melt away like tbe hoar frost under 
the morning sun. Weiss bas carfully drawn up all 
bis rights under unrepealed laws, and he proposes 
to make this judical district sick of King Edward 
the first. These alleged rights are: 

First—The ‘‘ordeal of fire.’’ He claims that he 
can demand the establishment of his innocence by 
offering to plunge his arm in boiling oil, pick up 
red-hot iron, or walk barefoot over nine red-hot 
ploughshares, and that if he sustain no hurt by the 
operation his innocence will be proved, and the 
costs belong to the prosecutor. But this test, after 
mature deliberation, he will waive. ‘All that re- 
mains,’’ says Weiss, ‘‘is to demand the trial by com- 
bat, and may God defend the guiltless.”’ He de- 
ascribes the procedure of this combat as follows, pro- 
ducing ancient authority in its support: 

The judges and clergy are to assemble on a given 
day, and before them the accused person must 
fling down his glove and declare his intention to de- 
fend the same with his body. The prosecutor will 
then pick it up and announce his readiness to 
make good the appeal, body for body. Then both 
men will bring out their battle axes or javelins, 
and, kneeling before the judges, will make oath 
that the weapons have not been charmed by witch- 
craft, ete This done, each is to grasp hisaxein the 
right hand, avd the left band of the other in his 
left. The accused person to say: ‘Hear this, O 
men, Vhocallest thyself John Firch by the name 
of bavtism, that I, who call myself Frank Weiss by 
the name of baptism, did not libel you, so help me 
God and all the saints.'* To which the accuser will 
reply: ‘Hear me, Oman, whom! hold by the hand, 
and who callest thyself Frank Weiss by the name of 
baptism, that I do hol@ thee perjured, and this I 
will prove with my body, so help me God and all 
the saints.’’ Atasignal from Judge Galbraith the 
men will come out of thei: corners and go for each 
other, and his cause shall be deemed just who suc- 
ceeds in carving up the other before the going 
down of the sun. 

The meriiment caused by Weiss’s claim can bet- 
ter be imagined than described. One stout juror 
came ‘near having a fit of apoplexy, and an- 
other Jaughed himself into imbecility. During the 
roars of laughter Weiss stood without a smile on 
hs face,a picture of solid, substantial misery. 
While couscious of the absurdity of his claims and 
the impossibility of substantiatiug them, Weiss 
made the appeal with a tragic earnestness that 
almost induced convulsions. The upshot is likely 
to be that the case will be laughed out of court. 

I had occasion the other day to call at 
the office of “The Churchman’ which 
is perhaps the most successful religious 
periodical published in America. In _ fact 
the Mallory Brothers made the money out of this 
paper with whichthey built the Madison Square 
theater. At the otfice of the Churchman I found 
the Rey. Dr. Mallory and his brother M. H., sur- 
rounded by a number of preachers with white ties 
and long black coats buttoned to the throat. I 
asked Mr. Mallory a question connected with the 
theater, and hestepped up tothe telephone and 
consulted with Daniel Frohman, manager of Mad- 
son Square before giving me an answer. I watchid 
the faces of the clergymen present who | knew con- 
triputed to the Churchman, and atthe same time 
denounced theaters and theater-going from the 
pulpits—to see if they expressed surprise to find 
their office and the theater connected with a tele- 
phone wire. I found noexpression of surprise, but 
before my business was concluded I found that the 
clergymen evinced as much interest in the succcss 
of the the theater and its traveling troupes as they 
do in the prosperity of the  papcer. 
In matters of tastes the Mallorys are as good ed- 
ucators as they are in theatrical and church mat- 
ters. Their drop curtain attheir theateris of 
Mrs. Wheeler's handiwork and _ the stage 
decorations are by Louis Tiffany,jwho stands at 
the head of art decorators in New York. Their 
offices fat the Churchman are equally tastely 
and in the heightof art. The hallway is painted 
in from perian red with wood workin dark colors. 
Danial Froman, their manager, is himselfa very 
valuable man... He took charge of the theatre ata 
salary of $35 per week, he now gets $250. 
Behind the scenes I noticed thata fine of $% was 
imposed for swearing, and loud talking was even 
forbidden.

John B. Lamar and a Number of Other Writers— 
Blographical Sketches, 

Messrs Epitors: Your paper of Sunday the 
12th, inst. contains an interesting article 
upon Georgia bumor, and Georgia humorists, 
by Wm. H. Hayne. His mention of those 
who have achieved distinction in that line, 
beginning with Judge Longstreet, and end- 
ing with Charles H. Sith and Joel Chandler 
Harris is correct, with the exception of John 
B Lamar, whois entitled to rank with the 
best of those named, and whom he has omit- 
ted. I do not mean to say, there are not oth- 
er Georgians who have written one or more 
bumorous stories uf great merit, for there are, 
and among them, I can name Oliver H. 
Prince, Ronert M. Chariton, T. W. Lane. 
and Wm. C Richards. Mr. Hayne has also 
possibly made a mistake in attributing the 
‘*Militia company drill’’ plaguerized by Har- 
dy the novelist in his ‘Trumpet Major” It 
does go.'o ihe world under the name of Judge 
Longstreet, and in that sense, there was no 
mistake, butif Mr. Hayne had the impression. 
it was like all the other stories in the 
“Georgia Scenes,’’ the production of Judge 
Longstreet, then it was a mistake. Judge 
L. in the preface,and in a nuteto tuestory dis 
claims the autuorship, and itis weil-known 
in Georgia, it was the work of Oliver H. 
Prince, who with his wife, perished in the 
wreck of the steamship Hume, October, 1837. 

John B. Lamar was peculiariy gifted in 
telling asd writing humorous stories. .wo 
of these have immortalized him, and one of 
the two is incomparable. The latter is his 
“Experience of the Blacksmith of the 
Mountain Pass.’’ Wuile thesilye and the 
points of Lumor are of the finest, the story is 
told in the most elegant English. Various 
are the ‘experiences’ of conversions, but 
that of the blacksmith is the only one known, 
whose repentance began during the pbysical 
chastisement he received from the Rev. Mr. 
Subbieworth, tne itinerant of the circuit;and 


when he obtained the biessing at the next | 
camp «maieeting, the preacher, with tears in 
his eyes, told the bretheren the well kept 
secret, of how while singing, ‘“‘tongue can not 
express the sweet comfort and peace of a 
soul in its earliest love,” he had 
mauled the erace of God into the black- 
smith’s unbelieving soul. The first is enti- 
tiled **Polly Peablossom’s Wedding,’’ and was 
illustrative of life among the honest but plain 
people of the then Georgia backwoods, Such 
as Betsy Hamilton is perpetuating in the 
sunny south, but who have moved to Ala- 
bama. ‘The marriage ceremony had, in the 
absence of the expected parson, to be per- 
formed by a newly commissioned justice of 
the peace, who had never married a couple, 
nor read any form for the purpose, legal or 
ecclesiastical. He began with ‘know all 
men by these presents.’’ The company repu- 
diated this form. He next tried ‘“‘in the 
name of God, amen!’’ This met with a like 
reception. He then had recourse ‘‘toalland 
singular, the sheriffs and constables of this 
stale—greeting,’’ which fared no better than 
the others. ‘‘Just here a gleam of light flash- 
ed across the face of the squire,’’ and he told 
the couple to hold up their hands, and made 
them ‘‘solemnly swear, in the presence of 
Almighty God, and the present company, to 
perform toward each other, all and singular, 
the functions of husband and wife—as the 
case may be—to the best of their 
knowledge and ability—so help them God.” 
This form was satisfactory to the parents, the 
couple, and the company, and all were there- 
by made as happy as possibie, when but for 
the accidental presence and powers of the 
squire, all would have been as miserable as 
——: Both of these stories, have been 
several times, but at long intervals, published 
in the papers of Georgia, and the whole coun- 
try, whenever began by the editor of some pa- 
p2r,they would be generally and extensively re. 
produced It is about time foranothber revival 
in them, for nearly all the young people, and 
new comers, bave never read them. After 
this brief reference to these stories it will be 
appropriate to say something of like brevity 
of their autbor. 

John B. Lamar was the son of a wealthy 
and bighly respected planter of Baldwin 
county, Georgia, named Zacbariah Lamar. A 
most Imposing monument is erected to the 
memory of the latter in the cenietery at Mil- 
ledgeville. His only daughter became the 
wile of the distinguished Howell Cobb, and 
yetsurvives him. John B. never married, 
and made his bachelor home 
at Macon, Georgia, owning and _  oc- 
cupying _ there, one of iis most 
costly and comfortable mansions, while he 
possessed and managed several large plunta- 
tions in the vicinity. He was noted for his 
system and success as a p'anter,and his indul- 
gence to his many slaves. He was a gentleman 
of education, culture and refinement, but 
was not ambitious of political distinction. He 
preterred a life of retirement, surrounded by 
his chosen friends, with the peace and com- 
fort itensured him. Once, in the year 1842, 
he was elected to congress on the general tick- 
et, but considering tbe position incompati 
ble with his inclination of substantial inter- 
est, he resigned beiore the session hegan, to 
which he was returned. He was then, not 
over thirty years of age—in good health—of 
robust constitution, and handsome appear- 
ance. His complexion was so fair, that he 
was called White John Lamar, to distinzuish 
him from a brunette kinsman, of the same 
name. An interesting feature of his election 
was, that his brother-in-law, Howell Cobb, 
was on the same successful ticket, and was 
only a year or two his junior. His 
example furnished one of thos 
rare instances, of a young man surrendering 
political honors and fame, when he had 
them assured. He continued from thence in 
‘the even tenor of his way,”’ planter and 
private gentleman until the war between the 
states began. There wasno legal compulsion 
upon him beyond the conscript age, and un- 
der it would have been exempt, but volun- 
tarily he attached himself to the staff of Gen- 
eral Cobb with only the rank of captain and 
was killed at Crampton’s Gapin the fight 
which ‘tmmediately preceeded the fearful 
battle and carnage of Sharpsburg in Septem- 
ber, 1862 His remains were finally brought 
to Georgia and were consigned to their kin- 
dred dust in Rose Hill cemetery. This is not 
intended as asketch of the lite and character 
of Jolin B. Lamar, for he deserves a deliber- 
ate one founded on materials collected for 
that purpose by some competent band, but 
only asa few facts and thoughts incidental to 
noting he has heen inadvertently overlooked 
in the enumeration of Georgia humCrists. It 
should not be that so finea character, living 
such « valuable life, should have lived Only 
to die and be forgotten.

Wasarxcton. November 25.—Those who 
look down fr: o the galleries 
months hence upon the members ot 
house of repre-:-ntatives recently ellected 
will see many «hanges which will remind 
them of the po! tical revolution which has 
just taken place. More than half of the faces 
will be new ones, many prominent republi- 
cups now in congress will not be there. and 
there will be another speaker. A glance at 
the list of representatives elected reveals 
some Of these changes. There wili be only 
one new face in the delegation from Alaba 
ma, that of Luke Pryor. General Lowe, not 
long before his death, was given the seat then 
occupied by General Joseph Wheeler, oncea 
famous cavalryman in the confederate army, 
but a man who took even less interest in the 
legislation than that other famous. confeder- 
ate, General Joseph E. Johnston. It is this 
seat which Mr, Pryor will hold. There will 
be only one old face in the California delega- 
tion—that of General Rosecrans, whose war 
record, as set forth at great length ny himself, 
in tbe Congressional directory, is much more 
conspicuous than his services on the floor of 
the house. Mr. Page's majority of 3,600 
melted away. and the candidate he defeated 
in 1880 is one of the new members at large. 
Colorado will send back the impulsive, 
plain-spoken, but popular Judge 
Belford, who seems to have a 
strong hold upon his constituents 
whom he delights to serve. Mr. Wait. an old 
and faithful member, i3 the only republican 
who will represent Connecticut in the next 
house. Mr. Buck, who gives way to ex-Sena- 
tor Eaton, is regarded as a gentleman of high 
character, but his desire to serve his constit- 
uents and friends by securing the passage of 
the knit bill without the careful examination 
which he might have been expected tou make. 
Mr. Eaton, the or'ginatorof the tariff commis- 
sion bill, will undoubtedly be given a promi- 
nent place on committees. Two ableand in- 
fluential members, Hammond and Blount 
ure returned from Georgia, while Mr. Speer, 
the youthful independent, placed by Mr. 
Keifer on the ways and means committee, 
and who served his mountain district by at- 
tacking the revenue laws and saying a good 
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independent, Dr Felton, who has now been 
beaten forthe second time. Mr. Speer’s 4,- 
000 majority suddenly di@appeared. The fa- 
ruiliar form of the emaciated ex-vic2-presi- 
dent of the confederacy, Alexander H. 
Stephens, will no longer recline on a wheel- 
chairin the space in front of the speaker’s 
table. He has become governor of his state. 

Amoug well known °~members _re- 
turned from Illinois are- Messrs. Davis, 
Cannon and Thomas, republicans, and Mor- 
rison, Townshend, and the irrepressible Sprin- 
ger, domocrats. Mr. Cannon is an energetic 
member, well acquainted with postal legis 
lation. Mr. Morrison is generally regarded 
as pretty good presidential material, and if 
Mr. Carlisle should be made speaker, pe will 
probably become chairman of the ways and 
meaps committee. One of the new mem.- 
is Joon J. Finerty, who was here a 
tew months ago 43 a correspondent of the 
Chicago times, and who afterward wrote 
entertaining letters to that paper from all 
parts of the country, Ind ana will return 
Judge Holman, the untiring objector, whuse 
watchfuiness has prevented the passage of 
many Oonoxious bills. He will be a member 
the new appropriation committee. Mr. 
Orth, who believed that Speaker Keifer treat- 
ed him very shabbilvy, will have no oppor 
tunity to complain of the treatment of the 
speaker. Mr. Brown and Mr. Calkins, both 
popular and industrious members, have es- 
caped trgm the deluge. lowa’'s greatest con- 
trioution will be Mr. Kasson, parliamenta- 
rian of distinguished ability, a member oc the 
present comiuiitee on ways and means and 
foreign aflairs, who, during the last session, 
occupied a place in the back-ground owing 
to the advancement of those with whom he 
Was notin sympatby. Tue three old mem- 
bers returned frum Kansas are all prominent 
and active in the present house. Kentucky 
returns Mr. Carlisle, an unassuming mian ot 
rare abiliiv, who will contend with Mr. 
Randall for the speakership. Mr. Blackburn 
will retain his but Proctor Knott, an 
abie lawvrer and authorof the famous Duiuth 
speech, will retire. 

A curious change wiil take place in the 
Loiusiana delegation. Randall Gibson will 
vo from the house to the senate, while Wil- 
liam Pitt Kellogg will come from the senate 
to the house.

a successful lawyer, who has won recognition 
on the fluor. Nine of the eleven men from 
Michigan will be strangers, and. six will be 
democrats. The only prominent republican 
returned is Mr. Horr, distinguished as a 
humorist, a supporter of the river and harbor 
bill and large appropriations, anda inember 
of the civil service reform committee. Mr 
Hubbell, chief of the assessment bureau, was 
not renominated, and Mr. Burrows, a goud 
speaker and the pussessor of a remarkab!y 
clear voice, was beaten. Mr. Dunnell, of 
Minnesota, who rashly incurred the hostility 
of many republicans by vigorously opposing 
the tariff cou:mission bill, did not secure a 
renomination. Mr. Chalmers regains a place

REGULAR DAILY REPORT OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS. 


Wi« Lasds Taxation—RB-gulsting the Sale of Form- 
ulas for Fertilisers—Betting on Elections «s

The house met at 10 o’clock and was called 
to order by the speaker. Prayer by the chap- 
lain.

The 
proofs of theacvincorporating Canton arrived 
and the bill wasduly passed. A bill to allow 
the voters of Monrve county to vote on 
the question of selling liqnor was passed. A 
billto amend section 1762 of the code was 
passed. It provides that a widow may take 
possession of her dead husband's estate with- 
out administration on paying hisdebts.

As for the evidence of corruption 
in every department at Washington which 
appears so plainly in these dismissals and in 
the general evidence obtained by reading be- 
tween the lines, it is certain that a tithe of 
its depth and extent has not been uncovered. 
This series of removals will give Mr. Arthur 
no credit and puts greater discredit on his 
government than ever before. 


SMALL-POX AND VACCINATION. 

The prompt and energetic manner in 
which Atlanta met the small-pox that 
thereatened her last summer is deserving of 
all praise. There is no doubt that the per- 
sistent and systematic work of our officials 
and physiciars and people, warded off what 
would otherwise have been a terrible and 
loathsome epidemic, and saved the city mil- 
lions of dollars and hundreds of lives. 

It will be all the more deplorable, in the 
face of this splendid record, if we should 
now suffer through a false sense of security 
what we then escaped through -vigilance. It 
is undoubted that there issmall-pox in Chatta- 
nooga. Itis possible that we may have a 
stray case or sO any day. Itis reported that 
it has broken out in the Dade county coal 
mines. It may possibly reach Atlanta. Will 
it find anything here to feed on? Was not 
the vaccination of eight monthsago thorough 
and complete”? 

Perhaps since that time 
there are fully two thousand people 
that have moved into Atlanta, or 
old citizens that were absent when the vac- 
cination was being done. It is probable that 
there were 1,000 people of our 50,000 inhabi- 
tants overlooked by the pbysicians. With 
3,000 people in the city not protected by vac- 
cination it would be easy for small-pox to get 
a hold here and give us a great deal of 
trouble. It is true that the buikof our popu- 
lation is protected and would be safe, but a 
score of cases here would work great damage 
to our trade. We suggest to the board of 
health and Mayor English that the city ought 
to take the matter in hand again, and see 
that there is prompt and thorough vaccination 
of every person not already protected. There 
is no immediate danger, and thele may be 
no danger at all. But prevention is ‘better 

han cure in all things. In nothing is it so 
much better as in smal]-pox. 


OUR PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM. 

The report of the state school commis- 
sioner, which has been transmitted to the 
general assembly, covers the educational 
operations of 1881 and 1882. In the former 
year the white attendance upon the public 
schools was 153,156, and the colored attend- 


so. But 


~ AG 91,041, being an increase of the attend- 


ce of 1880 of 7,664. The corresponding sta- 
tistics for the year 1882 are not given, for the 
reason that the schools are now in progress, 
In 1881 there was a fund of $195- 
137.35. For the year ending with 
June 30th, 1882, there is a fund of 
$272,574.91. The commissioner © approxi- 
mates the entire fund for 1882 at $441,144.88. 
No mistake can possibly be made in the ap- 
portionment of the fund appropriated for 
school purposes. Under the law, a 
ounty school commissioner is _ requir- 
bd to report each year to 
he state commissioner that  arrange- 
nents have been made, by taxation or other- 
ise, for continuing public schools in opera- 
on for three months throughout the entire 
Dunty—that is to say, in each militia dis- 
pre he is entitled to his county’s 
p school fund. Thus schools have 
pnerally established within reach 
hildren; and the commissioner 
hat every child has had the privilege of 
ring one of these schools, and of remain- 
in it for at least three months of each 
for ten years past. 
he report of the state commissioner is of 
passing interest, but we do not propose to 
ye even a synopsis ofit here. He heartily 
ires the increase of the public school fund, 
that the schools shall be made abso- 
ely free to each child in the state, white 
d black, forsix months. He thinks that 
additional sum required should be raised 
taxation. This plan is for the legislature 
consider—this or any other plan calculated 
promote and increase the efficiency of our 
public school system. At present it cannot 
be said that the system is at all efficient. It 
is pot up to the requirements of the people. 
It has kept pace with neither the progress 
nor the prosperity of the state. The fund is 
managed with the most scrupulous fidelity 
and econemy. Itis stretched toits utmost 
limit, and the results that have been accom- 
plished are all that human zeal could accom- 
plish with the same amount of money. But 
the fund is inadequate, and while this is the 
case, thousands of children will grow upin 
prance. 
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negroes are not benefitted by education, but 
this belief is a protest against education itself. 
It bas no basis in fact. The legislature is to 
consijer not what effect education may have 
upon one, or adozen, or two hundred dozen 
negroes, but what effect it has upon the body 
politic of the whole state. This effect cannot 
be otherwise than good. If the education of 
the negro is to be regarded as an experiment, 
weli and good; but let us try the experiment. 
Let us give it a fair test. The negro is here, 
and here he will stay. He is a citizen, and 
citizenship grounded in ignorance is a stand- 
ing threat to society and to the state. 

Let the legislature discuss the whole mat- 
mer fairly and squarely. Great results some- 
times flow from thoughtful discussion. Let 
the members study the situation thoroughly. 
It is absolutely necessary that each child in 
the state have an opportunity to attend school 
six months in the year. The question for the 
legislature is, how can this result be reached 
mosteffectually? —_ 

; THE CONGO COUNTRY. 

The French people do not intend to give up 
the idea of founding a great African empire. 
The annexation of Tunis and the acceptance 
of the treaties that M. de Braeza has made 
with the Central African kings on the Upper 
Congo, are parts of this grand scheme. M. 


Stanley will be disappointed and justly indig- 
nant if France reaps the benefits of his labors 
and discoveries; but it is plain that the world 
will lose nothing if the .French government 
proceeds to build upa New France in the 
Congo country. M. de Brazza has undoubt- 
edly discovered the most feasible trade route 
to the Upper Congo. Instead of following the 
river and trying to overcome its cataracts Ly 


he went up the River Ogowe to a branch that 
leads to the south, and so reached a point not 
far distant by an easy land route from Stanley 
Pool, which is a part of the UpperCongo. He 
proceeded to make treaties with the tribes 
on the north side of the Pool, and to estab- 
lish trading stations in that locality. When 
Mr. Stanley came up with his little steamboats 
he was c»ompelled to place his stations on the 
south side of the Pool, and then both he and 
DeBrazza hurried back to Europe, the one to 
secure ratification of his treaties, and the 
other to thwart his rival’s plans. Mr, Stan- 
ley, it should be remembered, represented in 
Africa the International African society, of 
which the king of Belgium is_ president. 
Belgium is a neutral country that 
has no capacity for coloniza- 
tion. l'rance has as good a 
right to conclude treaties with African kings 
as she has with any other kings, and 1t is dif- 
ficult tosee upon what. ground Engiand or 
any other power for that matter can base any 
opposition to their ratification. It is under- 
stood, however, that France and England will 
endeavor to reacha conclusion that will be 
satisfactory to both countries. The English 
ministry have officially stated that the sub- 
ject is under consideration. The world at 
large will not care whether France or England 
is to control the trade of the Congo valley if 
the country that does gain it is active in 
pushing civilization and all its attendant 
blessings tothe very heart of the unknown 
land. The heart of Asia has been reached by 
the armies of Russia and England, and there 
remains but little unexplored territory out 
side of Africa. Now that Stanley and De 
Brazza have become rivals—the one backed 
by England and the other by France—there 
is 4 prospect that a work will be accomplish- 
edin five years that might otherwise have 
taken twenty-five. 


THE AMERICAN POINT OF VIEW. 

In the December number of The Century 
Magazine, Mr. Henry James, Jr., hasa paper 
in which he retorts rather neatly upon his 
critics in this country, who have been taking 
him to task on account of what he supposes 
is his international attitude. Mr. James’s re- 
tort is an affair of letters—being selections 
from the correspondence of certain persons of 
his own manufacture. There is an American 
female who has educated her daughter 
abroad in the hope of catching a foreigner 
with a title and prospects; the fema'e’s 
daughter, who desires to return to her native 
land in order to engage in some species of so- 
cial rascality nct countenanced in virtuous 
France; an Englishman, who totes his barth- 
tub around from post to pillar; a diseased 
Frenchman; a young American who desires 
above all things to get back to Paris; and an 
American vulgarian who is of the opinion 
that his own native land is as big and_as 
broad as anybody’s native land. 

Mr. James’s retort is a very gentle- 
manly one. He chooses his own weap- 
ons, and they are weapons which 
he uses with incomparable deftness. 
The only wonder is that he is not afraid his 
subtle irony and delicate humor will be lost 
upon such of his quondam compatriots as re- 
tain an honest love for their country; though 
‘really, the whole affair gives one the idea that 
it is manufactured for the edification and the 
enjoyment of some small claque of cosmopo- 
litan snobs in London or Paris. For the very 
conception of this batch of imaginary letters, 
its method and its intent, are on the level of 
the most detestable snobbery. It isa pity to 
say so, and yet it would bea pity not to say 
so. Mr. James’s art is of so fine a quality that 
it permits us to read between the lines, and 
what we read there is not at all pleasant. The 
‘matter itself is excellent, full of 
intelligence and marked by that light and 
yet elaborate acuteness characteristic of Mr. 
James, and yet it leaves a bad taste in the 
mouth, There is something in the flavoring 
extract that goes against the grain. 

There isno doubt that much of the criti- 
cism that has been leveled at Mr. James is 
provincial in its origin and in its lack of con- 
sideration; for it is to be borne in mind that 
every free-born American has the right to his 
own peculiar attitude. If he chooses to be 
cosmopolitan, well and good; if merely inter- 
national, likewise, well and good; if he pre- 
fers England or France to his own, his native 
land, there is no reason why any one should 
interfere. Literature has long arms and a 
broad, strong stomach, and she is prepared 
to defend any of her votaries who may be 
attacked for contrasting the trolloping Amer- 
ican, maie and female, with the products of 
an older and more complete civilization. 
Literary art isno respector of prejudices, cli- 
mate or countries. This is Mr. James’s 
defense against a great many of the com- 
plaits that have been brought against him. 

The trouble lies in the fact that those who 


priticise Mr. Jameson account of his liftle

‘carries’ and ultimately by expensive roads, | 


international episodes and things labor under 
the impression that he isan American; where- 
as he is an American by birthonly. He has 
been absorbed into France and England. His 
ambition is to straddle the channel, and if he 
had a greater width of crotch and the facili- 
ties of an athletic training at Harvard he 
would undoubtedly succeed. As it is his at- 
tempts are noteworthy. All this his critics 
ought todo him the justice to perceive. 
They ought to be able to perceive, moreover, 
that he has no information of vital import- 
ance with respect to the America that is fa- 
miliar to America. Of the republic, he knows 
next to nothing, and the people, the real men 
and women who make up the body of the re- 
public, are probably less known to him than 
the Balgarians. The truth is, Mr. James isa 
Frenchmen by instinct, an Englishman 
by training and an American by accident. 

Mr. James's collection of imaginary corre- 
spondence is entitled ‘‘The Point of View.”’ 
Whose point of view? The people who write 
the letters are morally unhealthy. They are 
nobodies. Their points of view are of no im- 
portance. They are uninformed. They lack 
vigor and individuality. They represent 
nothing. They are noodles. Unfortunately, 
the male marionette, upon whom devolves the 
task of defending the republic, is the most re- 
markable noodle of the whole collection. He 
has no conception of what he is about. He is 
a caricature. The males are all Mr. 
James, and the women are female Mr. 
Jameses. The truth is, there is no controver- 
sy among sensible people as to whether Amer- 
ica is better than Europe, or whether Europe 
is better than America. Wheu Americans 
need a little rest and recreation Europe is a 
good place to go to. As a sort of outlying 
park or playground for this country, Eu- 
rove has its advantages and it has its other 
good points besides. There is no controversy 
between the inhabitants of the two regions, 
save in the imaginations of Mr. James and 
his critics. 

The tendency to ape English’ dress and 
manners has made no sort of headway in this 
country. The poor little whiffets who began 
itin New Yerk ageneration ago have been 
succeeded by other poor little whiffets, and 
that isall. They have their little claques 
and their little clubs; they drive their Eng- 
lish coaches, they play their English polo; 
they dress in the London fashion, and make 
asses of themselves in season and out of sea- 
son, but they make not the slightest impres- 
sion upon the real society of New York, 
which is American and republican to the 
core. The English traits of honesty and man- 
liness do not need to be imitated in America. 
They came over with the Virginia squirearchy 
and with the Puritans. 

If itsuits Mr. James's purpose to carry on 
his imaginary controversy, there is no objec- 
tion. If it isnot profownd, it is atleast pleas- 
ing. In thisrespect, the Americans are not 
greatly different from a certain ruler over 
men who was so engrossed with the duties of 
his position, that one of his subjects conclu- 
ded that he would give him a nightly sere- 
nade. The serenading was kept up for some 
weeks, and at last the musician made bold to 
inquire what tunes his mighty majesty would 
prefer. ‘‘Oh,” said the ruler, reflecting a mo- 
ment, ‘play dimpty-dumpty-diddle, on the 
same little fiddle.”’ This is pretty nearly the 
American point of view.

When peace pre- 
vailed, and nothing disturbed the serenity of the 
tribes, they frequently met at ‘‘Seven Chestnuts”’ to 
hold¢heir’ Green (‘orn’’dances,and smoke the‘calu- 
met of peace, which were occasions of great enjoy 
ment aud‘hilarity amongthem. The stumps of;the<e 
historic ‘‘Sevenu Chestnuts,’’ where the brave red 
men assembledin their riginal glory, and where 
many wild and thrilling scenes were enacted, are 
still standing, and are in the town of Tallapoosa. 
The new town isin the heartofa fine agriculturai 
region, and several important highways intersect 
there. The North aud South railroad, from Colum- 
bus to Rome, hax been surveyed through the town, 
and the Georgia Pacificjis now completed,so that the 
town will have two railroads. It 1s estimated that 
15,000 bales of cotton will be sold in Tallapoosa an- 
nually.

Are Lean Men More ays tv bo Uriminals Than Fat 
Onca—An Expert’s Opinion. 

“Leanness and meanvess seem to go hand 
in hand,” remarked Colonel Towers, assistant 
keeper of the peuitentary, yesterday. There 
igs not a man in the penitentiary who weighs 
over twe hundred pounds. Itis true that. fat 
men are scarcer oulside the penitentiary than 
lean men are, but the proportions do not 
correspend. Fat men are rare, almost not to 
be found, in the Georg’a peniten'iary. 

“How do you explain it?” 

“By the simple statement that fat men 
rarely commitcrime. The idea of a big, jul 

Jy fellow stealing anything or raising @ Tow 
and kiliing somebody can’t be considered. 
There are, it is true, fat men who are mean 
men, and when you find such a one you 
find an absolute tyrant but he is geneially as 
sharp ashe is fatand succeeds in escaping pul- 
ishment if be vioiates the law. I know @ Cer- 
tain fat man who once had bis fingers on 
somebody else’s cash and wo made ic lively 
while it lasted, and I know another very fat 
man who has lost all regard fur everything 
but money and beer, or perbaps something 
stronger. He is as mean as the Jeanest man 
that | ever saw but some of these days he will 
go off suddenly in an appoplectic ft and the 
world will huve its revenge by refusing to 
shed a tear over his cuoling board.”’ 

“I could go on and dilate upon this subject 
or an hour,’’ continued the colonel medita- 
ively, “but what’s the use? Itis a sad, sad 
day for thix country when fatness is discour- 

red; andthe colonel knocked the sshes out

“But, speaking of teeding well,’ continu- 
ed the culouel as the frosty morning air came 
in at the open window, lingered around the 
double chin, and then curried away the 
white smoke from the ponderous briar- 
root pipe, “I say, ‘speaking of feeding 
well, reminds me ot a sipgular sort of feilow 
who wus at the convict camps of the Marietia 
aud North Georgia railroad. He was a lean 
sort of fellow—weighed abouta hundred aud 
twenty pounds and could never get enough to 
eat. He complained toevery body, the guards, 
the overseers, the bead men, the other con- 
victsand to me.

“But speaking of crime,’’ continued the 
colonel, ‘‘reminds me of rerhaps the most 
peculiar casein my knowledge of wherea 
man was as greedy for other people’s goods 
as my already mentioned man was for the 
eamprations. A young fellow—a lean fellow, 
nearly six feet high with grey eyes and 
black bair—was sentup forsix years from

For instance 
when you go into a store to buy butter you have no 
idea wheuce it cometh or the manner of its 
make-up, Half, ves, nine-tenths of the people 
don’t know the difference between Tennessee but- 
ter and oleomargurine. The truth is they have 
been fed on oleomargarine and poor butter until 
they don’t know what good, sweet butter is, nor 
what it tastes like. The taste has passed out of 
theirmemory. kight herein Atlanta eople buy 
great chuuks of oleomergarine and eat it under the 
name of butter while they are continually haunted 
with ae wonder if the stuff ever really caine out of 
miik Itis true that many people prefer good oleo- 
margarine toa pour grade of butter, and that is 
wise Butagooi grace of buiter is better than 
any counterfei!, and there are hundreds of fami- 
lies in the city of Atlanta who are able and 
willing to pay for the genuine article.

To the General Assembly:—I desire to state my 
case and ask a fair consideration of it at your 
hands I do so without one spark of ill-will, or 
the faintest murmu’ of complaint, toward those 
geutlemen whoare advocating Mr. Clarke's claims 
before your body as the choice of the bar. 

A number of days before there was any thought 
of a bar meeting, it was known that there would 
bea vacancy.

A TENDER SUBJECT TENDERLY 
HANDLED. 


The Use of Rouge and White Powders to Improve 
the Mistakes of Nature—An Abiution in Milk— 
The Art cof Giving a Sparkie tothe Eyes 
and a Biush to Faded Cheeks. 


From the Whitehall Review. 

There is as much a ‘‘fashion’’ in complex- 
ion as there isin bonretsor boots. Sometimes 
nature is the mode, sometimes art. Just now 
the latter is in the ascendant, though, asa 
rule, only in that inferior phase which has not 
reached the ‘‘concealment of art’’—the point 
where extremes meet and the perfection of 
artifice presents all the appearance of artless- 
ness. Noone ofan observant turn of mind, 
who is accustomed to the sight of English 
maids and matrons,can deny that making up, 
as at present practiced, partakes of the ama- 
teurish element. Impossible reds and whites 
grow still more impossibly red and white 
from week to week,under the unskilled hands 
of the wearer of ‘‘false colors,’’ who does not 
like to ask for advice on so delicate a subject, 
for, even were she willing to confessto the 
practice, the imputation of experience con- 
veyed in the asking for counsel might be badly 


received, and would scarceley be in good 


taste. 

The prevalent and increasing short-sighted- 
ness of our times is, perhaps, partly the cause 
of the excessive use of rouge and powder. 
The wielder of the powder puff sees herself 
afar off, as it were. She knows that she can- 
not judge of the effect of her complexion 
with ber face a!most touching its reflection in 
the glass, and standing about a yard off, se 
naturally accentuates her rosesand lilies in 
a way that looks very pleasing to her, but is 
rather startling to anyone with longer sight. 
Nor can she tone down her rouge with the 
powdered bair that soitened the artificial col 
oring of her grandmother when she had her 
day. Powder.is only occasionally worn with 
evening dress, and it is by daylight that these 
dreadful bluish reds and whites look their 
worst. 

On the other hand, there are some women 
so clever at making-up their faces that one al- 
most feels inclined te condone the practice in 
admiration of the result. These arethesmall 
minority, and are Jikely to remain so, for 
their secret is of akiud unlikely to be shared. 
The closest inspection of these cleverly man- 
aged complexions reveals no trace of art. 

Notwithstanding the reticence of these skill- 
ed artists, anoccasional burst of confidence 
has revealed afew of their means of accom- 
plishing the great end of looking pretty. ‘‘Do 
you often do that?’ said one of these clever 
ones, a matron of thirty-seven, who looked 
like a girl of nineteen, to afriend who was 
vigorously rubbing hercheeks with a coarse 
towel after a plentiful application of cold 
Water, 

“Yes, every time Icome infroma walk, 
ride, ordrive. Why?” 

‘Well, no wonder you look older than you 
are. You are simply wearing your faceout!”’ 

“But | must wash?” 

“Certainly, but not like that. Take a leaf 
outof my book: never wash your face just be- 
fore going out into the fresh air, or just after 
coming in. Nothing is more injurious to the 
skin. Come to the Do you noticea 
drawn look about your eyes and a general 
streakiness in the cheeks? That is the result 
of your violent assault upon your complexion 
just now. You look at this moment ten years 
older than you did twenty minutes ago inthe 
park.” 

‘Well, Lreally do. I look old enough to 
be your mother; but, then, you are wonder 
ful. You always look so young and fresh!” 

‘Because I nevertreat my poorface so bad- 
ly as vou do yours. I use rain-water, and if I 
cannot get that I have the water filtered. 
When I dress for dinner Il always wash my 
face with milk, adding just enough hot water 
to make it pleasant to use. <A _ very soft 
sponge and very fine towel take the place 
of vour terrible buckaback arrangement.”’ 

‘Two or three years ago, a lady of oriental 
parentage on her father’s side, spent a season 
in London society. Her complexion was 
brown relieved by yellow, her features large 
and irregular, but redeemed by a pair of love- 
jy and expressive eyes. So perfect was her 
taste in dress that she always attracted admir- 
ation wherever she went. Dressed in rich dark 
browns or dullest crimsons or russets, so that 
no one ever noticed much what she wore, she so 
managed that suggestions and hints—no more 
—of brilliant amber or pomegranate scarlet 
should appear just where they imparted bril- 
liancy to her deep coloring, and abstract all 
the yellow from her sxin. A Knot of old gold 
satin under the rim of ser bonnet., another 
at her throat, and others in among the lace 
at her wrists, brightened up the otherwise 
subdued tinting of ber costume, so that it 
always looked as though it had been designed 
expressly for her by some great colorist. 
Here rouge was unnecessary. The surround- 
ings were arranged 10 suit the complexion. 
instead of the complexion to suit the sur 
roundings. There can be no doubt as to 
which is the method which best becomes the 
gentlewomen. 

In addition to the disagreeable sensation of 
making-up, it must be remembered that the 
use of some of the white powders eventually 
destroys the texture of the skin, rendering it 
rough and coarse. Rimmel, the celebrated 
perfumer, in his ‘‘Book of P.rfumes,’ 
that rougue being composed of cochineal and 
saffron, is harmless, but that white cosmetics 
cons st occasionally of deleterious substances 
which may injure the health, He advises ac- 
tors and actress+s to choose cosmetics, espe- 
cially the white, with the greatest care, and 
women of the world, who wish to preserve 
the freshness of their complexion, to observe 
the following recipe: Open air, rest, exercise, 
and cold water. In another part of this pleas- 
ant book its author says that schnonda, a cos- 
metic used among the Arahs, is quite inno- 
cous andat the same timeeffectual. This cream 
which consists of sublimated benizon, 
upon the skin as asiight stimulant, and im- 
parts perfectly natural colors during some 
hours without oreasioning the inconvenien- 
ces with which European cosmetics may just- 
ly be;reproached. Itisawell-known fact that 
bismuth, a white powder containing sugar of 
lead injures the nerve centers when constant- 
ly employed, and occasionally causes paraly- 
sis itself. 

In getting up the eyes, nothing is injunous 
that isnot dropped into them. The use of 
kohl or kohol is quite harmless, and, it must 
be confessed, very effective, when applied—as 
the famous recipe for salad-dressing enjoins 
with regard to the vinegar—by a hand of a 
miser. Modern Egyptian ladies make. their 
kohol of the smoke produced by burning al- 
monds. A small bag holding the bottle of ko- 
hol, anda pin, with a rounded point, with 
which to apply it, form apart of the toilette 
paraphernalia of all the beauties of Cairo, who 
make the immense mistake of getting up their 
eyes in an exactly silmilar manner, thus try- 
ing to reduce the endless variety of nature to 
one common pattern, a mistake that may be 
accounted for by the fact that the Arabs be- 
lieve kobol to be- a sovereign specific against 
ophthalmia. Their English sisters often make 
the same mistake without the seme excuse. 
A hairpin steeped in lampblack isthe usual 
method of darkening the eyes in England. re- 
tribution following sooner or later in the 
shape of a total loss of the eyelashes. Eau de 
cologne is occasionally dropped into the eves, 
with the effect of making them brighter. The 
operation is painful, and it is said that half-a- 
dozen drops of whisky and thesame quantity 
of eau de cologne, eaten on a lump ot sugar, 
is quite as effective.
